LONDON W— The RAF operat- 


ing almost on a time table sche- 
dule sent its squadrons back on 
the offensive over occupied France

channel at such' a hcighth that 
ground watcher could not spot them

German night bombers retaliated 


for the Hamburg atlack with heavy 
assaults on Exeter in southwest 
England but Britain's night sharp- 
shooters downed 5 German planes 
and 2 others over airdromes in oc- 
cupied France during the night.

its bombers left large fires in 
Hamburg while

dropped explosives on the Nazi 
submarine base., at St. 
Nazaire, 


from which U-boats go out on 
long raiding expeditions in the 
Atlantic.

RUSSELLVILLE, Ark. (/!>)— Rus- 


sellville has no munitions plant or 
army camp, bul not a house in town 
has been vacant for more than Uvo 
days this year and merchants are 
beaming over then- best business 
since the depression. 


And with a new creamery and 


a vegetable canning plant already 
operating and preparing for 24- 
hour production, the products of 
this rich agricultural urea are be- 
ing prepared for shipment to the 
armed forces and even to England. 


Trucks are running day and nighl 


carrying lumber from Iho Ozark 
foresls lo build, army camps and 
war induslry plants in Arkansas, 
Oklahoma and Missouri. 


First-aid classes laughl by Red 


Cross instructors are held at the 
city hall every cighl. Women meet 
at the courthouse to sew and knit 
for the army, and men studenls in 
lhe dormitory at Arkansas 
Tech 


turn out at 6 a. m. for a daily mili- 
tary drill, with college faculty men 
as "officers." 


With both ils National Guard units 


on duly in the Pacific and dozens 
of men in the Navy, Russellville 
needs no reminder that there is a 
war on, but nevertheless military 
traffic is seen almost daily on the 
trunk highway and railroad. 


Farmers in "them hills" are so 


patriotic thai sometimes they have 
to be restrained. 


One rural citizen who tried to 


volunteer for the Army was found 
to have five dependent children. 
Another 200-pound mountain lad 
showed up at the Navy recruiting 
station with a lumber axe, explain- 
ing to the frigntcned sailors that 
he wanted to take it along lo use on 
the Japs. 


Whatever they say elsewhere, the 


people of this little city are far 
from complacent. One member of 
tli3 county defense council has ev- 
en been to Texas lo lake a special 
course in air-raid precaution's. 


Civil Defense 
Aiders Needed 


Talbol Feild, Jr., chairman of 


Ihe Hempstcad 
County 
Defense 


Council, Monday issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 


"Citizens of Hope: 
"Have you volunteered your ser- 


vices by registering at the Volun- 
teer Office of the Hcmpstead Coun- 
ty Civilian Defense Council, locat- 
ed at the city hall? If not, what 
excuse do you offer? Is it because 
you have been so busy that you 
just haven't gotten around to it 
or is it because your neighbor has 
volunteered and you don't think 
you arc noodeu? 


"Have you realized that your 


country is engaged in a new type of 
warfare? Your President calls it 
"lolal war." II is a war in which 
in England 9 civilians have been 
killed for every death in the mili- 
tary service? Do you realize that 
the County Defense Council is not 
of local creation, but that your 
president, after sending observers 
to England to study civilian defense 
there under actual enemy attack 
from the air, followed their recom- 
mendations and created, by execu- 
tive order, the National Office of 
Civilian Defense, the Stale Civilian 
Defense Councils, and the County 
Civilian Defense Councils, for one 
purpose only . . . lo leach you to 
protect yourself and your loved 
ones in any emergency? 


"Yes. what, arc you going to do 


about il? Arc you going to go im- 
mediately to the city hall and volun- 
teer your services by registering, or 
are you going to say, "My Presi- 
dent, you and my War Department 
are all wrong about this civilian 
defense program, wo aren't in any 
danger, we arc too far inland to 
have bombs fall on us." Yes, the 
French people thought they were 
safe behind the Muginot Line, but 
18 days proved they were wrong. 
The people of Java thought 3,000 
miles of water protected them from 
Japan, but only six weeks proved 
they were wrong. 


"None of us know whether enemy 


bombs will ever fall in Arkansas. 
We pray there will never be air 
raids in any part of Arkansas, but 
we can't be sure-. Our government 
in asking so little in asking us to 
register for Civilian Defense, and 
yet, it is given'so much in return. 
The First Aid Training, the Fire 
Defense, the Gas defense, etc., are 
worthwhile. It is useful knowledge, 
war or no war, and il is free. 


"We need you. The efforts of 


those 
wiio have registered and 


are now undergoing training will 
bo in vain unless our organization 
is fully stuffed. Our loved ones, our 
friends and our neighbors cannot 
be adequately protected 
against 


enemy air raids unless you co- 
operate. Our war department can- 
not perfect its inland defenses un- 
til our Civilian Defense corps is 
fully trained and staffed. 


"Many training classes are now 


underway in our City, but regis-

Proposed by the General Assem- 
bly and filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State on the 27th day 
of March, 1941. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
AND SENATE OF THE STATE OF 
ARKANSAS, 
A MAJORITY OF 


BOTH HOUSES A G R E E IN G 
THERETO: THAT THE FOLLOW- 
ING IS HEREBY PROPOSED AS 
AN AMENDMENT TO THE CON- 
STITUTION OF THE STATE OF 
ARKANSAS, 
AND THE 
SAME

SUBMITTED 
TO THE 


ELECTORS OF THE STATE FOR 
APPROVAL OR REJECTION AT 
THE NEXT GENERAL ELECTION 
FOR SENATORS AND REPRE- 
SENTATIVES, IF A MAJORITY

ELECTORS 
VOTING 


THEREON ADOPT SUCH AMEND- 
MENT, THE SAME SHALL BE- 
COME A PART OF THE CONSTI- 
TUTION OF THE STATE OF AR- 
KANSAS, TO-WIT: 


Section 
1. 
Whenever in 
any 


county where there is located a 
mblic hospital owned by such 
county or by any municipal cor- 
poration therein, whether such hos- 
pital be operated by such county 
or municipal corporation or by a 
jenevolent association as the agent 
or lessee of such county or munici- 
pal corporation, one hundred or 
more electors of such county shall 
ile a petition with the county judge 
asking that an annual tax on real 
and personal property 
in 
such 


county be levied for the purpose of 
maintaining, operating and sup- 
porting such hospital and shall 
pecify a rate of taxation not ex- 
"eeding one mill on the dollar of 
the assessed value of real and per- 
onal property in the county. The 
question as to whether such tax 
hall be levied shall be submitted 
0 the qualified electors of such 
ounty at a general election. Such 
jetition must 
be 
filed at least 


thirty days prior to the election at 
which it will be submitted to the 
raters. The county judge upon the 
iling of such petition shall notify 
the county board of election com- 
missioners thereof and the county 
board of election 
commissioners

ially the following form:

Section 2. The election commis- 
ioners shall cretify to the coun- 
y judge the result of the vote 
and if a majority of the qualified 
electors voting on the question at 
uch election vote in favor of the 
pecified tax then it shall there- 
after be continually levied and 
ollected as other general taxes of 
uch county are levied and col- 
ected. The result of the election 
hall be proclaimed by the county 
udge by publication for one in- 
ertion in some newspaper publish- 
ed and having a bona fide circu- 
lation in such county. The result so 
proclaimed shall be conclusive un- 
less attacked in the courts within 
thirty days and after the election 
it shall not be competent to at- 
tack the result 
thereof 
on the 


ground that any signers of the pe- 
tition were not qualified electors. 
The proceeds of any tax so voted 
shall upon the settlement of the 
collecting officer be paid by the 
treasurer of the county to the 
treasurer of such hospital to be 
used by such treasurer 
in 
the 


maintenance, operation and sup- 
port of such institution; provided 
that any county where there may 
be more than one hospital qual- 
ified to receive the proceeds of 
such tax, the quorum court at its 
meeting for the purpose of adopt- 
ing the county's 
budget, 
shall 


provide 
for 
the 
apportionment 


of the proceeds of said tax be- 
tween the institutions so quali- 
fied according to the respective 
needs. 


Section 3. Whenever one hun- 


dred or more electors of any coun- 
ty having a hospital tax in force 
shall file a petition with the coun- 
ty judge asking that such tax be 
raised, reduced or abolished, the 
question shall be submitted to the 
qualified electors 
at 
a general 


election. 
Such petition must be 


filed at least thirty days prior to 
the election at which it will be 
submitted to the voters. The bal- 
lots shall follow, as far as practi- 
cable, the form set out in Section 
1 hereof, and the result shall be 
certified and proclaimed as pro- 
cided in Section 2 hereof and shall 
be conclusive in like manner. 
The 


tax shall be lowered, raised or 
abolished as the case may be, ac- 
cording to the majority of qual- 
ified electors voting on the ques- 
tion at such election, 
provided, 


however, that it shall not be raised 
to more than one mill on the dol- 
lar. If lowered or raised the re- 
vised tax shall thereafter be con- 
tinually levied and collected and 
the proceeds used in the manner 
and for the purposes provided in 
Section 2 hereof. 


Section 4. This amendment shall 


be self executing and shall become 
a part of the constitution of the 
State of Arkansas when approved 
by a majority of the electors vot- 
ing thereon at the next general 
election.

U. S. Building 
Many Ships

Cargo ships are at once the 


brightest and darkest sides of the 
Allied 
war 
picture—darkest be- 


cause of an acute shipping shortage 
right now, brightest because of the 
whopping job U. S. shipbuilders arc 
doing to ease the shortage in the 
near future. 


It was acknowledged recently 


that munitions are reaching sea- 
ports faster than they can be ship- 
ped abroad. Factors that cause this 
shortage of cargo space include: 
(1) distances to the fronts; 
(2) 


greater enemy submarine fleets; 
(3) more necessary tonnagc-pur- 
soldier in modern war. 


Distance Is the Difference 
In 1917-18 we had to send men 


and munitions only 3,000 miles to 
Franco. This time, there's the 3,000- 
mile haul to western Europe, the 
G,000-mile run to Russia and the 
12,000-mile trip to the Pacific front. 


In the last war, the Central Pow- 


ers had a maximum sub fleet of 
150 vessels. 
Present 
estimates 


vary, but the Nazi-Jap-Italian total 
is at least three times that. Mod- 
ern subs arc belter, too, and the 
Allied defense must be spread thin 
over the world's oceans. 


One Man: 18 Tons 
One of the Army's lop logistics 


experts figures 18 tons of initial 
equipment must b<» landed for each 
infantryman 
sent abroad. After 


that, it takes three tons a month 
to supply each fighting man. Re- 
member, it also requires at least 
twice more ships for the Russian 
run, and four times as many for the 
Pacific haul, to keep that three tons 
per man arriving, as does to supply 
a man in western Europe. 


To move lhat tonnage those dis- 


tances made necessary the greatest 
merchant shipping program in his- 
tory. Originally, the pre-war ship- 
building plan called for 500 ships a 
year. There were experts who call- 
ed that total fantastic and impossi- 
ble. Now they're expecting to reach 
a 2,300-ship goal in 1942-43, totaling 
around 16,230,075 gross tons. 


Four a Day in '42 
Building hit a ship-a-day total in 


February. It's due to be stepped up 
to two ships a day in May, between

ent program. They total the great- 
est merchant fleet in history. 


The British had 2.GG4 cargo ships 


December 31, 1940, when figures 
were Insl disclosed, the Norweg- 
ians 469, for a combined tonnage of 
20,516,000. Losses to date have been 
partially replaced, and experts put 
the remaining merchant fleet at 16 
to 17,500,000 tons. 


Losses Heavy, Too 
In the 60 days—January 15-March 


15, when the Nazi U-boats concen- 
trated off the American coast, of- 
ficial announcement of sinkings put 
losses 
at 
120,000 tons a month. 


Losses in other waters make the 
race about a standoff at 190,000 tons 
a month. 


Since the first quarter of the

American naval forces may land 


a swift, unexpected punch on en- 
emy uuviil units in the Pacific, or 
raid fortifications on one of the 
thousands of Japanese-controlled 
islands, or send carrier - based 
bombers winging over Japanese 
territory. But the world may not 
hear of Ihe operations for days, 
perhaps weeks. And here's one of 
the most important reasons: By 
tringulalion. radio experts may de- 
termine the position oC a ship or 
carrier relaying a report of the op- 
erations to headquarters. Through 
this system, three or more enemy 
receiving stalions would chart Ihc 
direction from which the signals 
came, and the point at which Ihe 
lines cross would be Ihe approxi- 
mate location of the sender. Planes 
or submarines thus could pursue 
the units and perhaps intercept 
them before they readied friendly 
waters. Thus, reports of engage- 
ments frequently arc wilhhld even 
from high officials of the units in- 
volved until use of the radio is 
permitted.

BERLIN—W')—The German high 


command said Monday lhat Nazi 
troops had made successful local 
attacks on the central front before 
Moscow and had beaten off Russian 
slabbs in Lapland and on the Mur- 
mansk front.

"German soldiers who had forced 


their way through this country often 
sank into mud right up to their 
shoulders," the spokesman said.
